The confer- 
ence was held on invitation of the 
North Dalcota executive. 
''It would be a crime to assassin- 


ate the lignite industry and that's 
what the rate increase would mean," 
said Governor MeMaster, 
The state of Minnesota is abso- 


lutely with North Dakota in this 
rate fight," said Mr. Flynn adding 
that, this represented the view of 
Governor Preus. 


Talk Details of Case 


With the attitude of all parties 


settled, the conference was to con- 
cern itself only with the'details of 
the defense of the lignite industry 
against the proposed rate increase. 
Mr. Flynn said that the Minnesota 
railroad and warehouse commission 
had asked the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to suspend the rate in- 
crease before request was made from 
any parties, for such action, and 
Governor MeMaster stated that the 
traffic experts of the South Dakota 
Railroad Commission would parici- 
pate in the rate «ase. ~~W- - ~ - 
' A large, jistt of the afternoon was 
to be 'taken up by a trip to Wilton 
to inspect the Washburn Lignite Coal 
Company's mine, the largest under- 
jrdnnd lignite mine in the state, 
Governor McMaster is particular 
having expressed a desire to, visit 
the mine. Informal discussion of the 
rate situation on the trip, together 
with a conference including Attor- 
ney-General George Shafer and'rate 
expert Hendricks of the State Bail- 
road Commission also was on the 
program. 


Sooth Dakota's Interest 


.Governor .MeMaster emphasizing 
the interest of his state in the lig- 
nite rate fight, declared that South 
Dakota had two billion tons of lig- 
nite coal, and recognised the value 
«f the industry in scpplying 
fuel 


and preventing exorbitant prices. 


Mr. Flynn, alluding-to the eastern 


coal supplies received through the 
lake docks and by railroads from 
Illinois mines, said that Minnesota 
conld not do without this coal tap- 
ply and that the lignite coal industry 
also was of value to the state. The 
lignite rate case, he declared, must 
be based on the 
relative 
heating 


value of the various coals rather 
than upon the bulk hauled by rail 
roads. • 


Governor Nestos explained the

Firmly Established. 
The government, "firmly establish- 


ed on the basis of balancing its bud* 
get each year," Mr. Mellon, said, 
brought the national debt, once at a 
figure of over, $26,000,000,000. down 
to a total of $22,082,209,000 on Octo- 
ber 31. The record, he said, was one 
brought about "only by the most 
rigid economy and the application of 
business principles to the govern- 
ment's finance." On the present basis 
of taxation and expenditure, he cited 
an e»Um»t*4 treawny surplus next 
July of about $329,000,000, and » 
possible surplus in the year after of 
|8»S,000,oo0r 
"High taxation," the report con- 


tinued, "e,ven if levied upon an eco- 
nomic basis, affects'the prosperity 
of the country, because in its ulti- 
mate analysis the burden of all taxes 
rests only in part upon the individ-, 
ual or»prop»rty taxed. It -is borne

taxation means a high price level 
and high cost of living It can safe- 
ly he .said that redaction in the in- 
come tax reduces expenses not only 
of the 7,000,000 income tax payers1 
bnt of the" entire 1107100,000 people 
of the United States." 


Reduction In Surtax. 
. 


As to the "reduction in the surtax 


rate. Mr. Mellon said that the history 
of taxation throughout the world in- 
dicated that "means have always 
been found by the ingenuity of the 
citizens to avoid taxes inherently ex- 
cessive." It was significant, he said, 
that the large incomes reported for 
taxation were increased in number 
each year, those over $300,000 being 
246 in 1921, as compared with. 395 
the year before The estates of the 
wealthy, be pointed out, were flowing 
into tax exempt securities. 
The 


treasury actuary, he continued, esti- 
mated that the reduction of the sur- 
tax to the 23 per cent maximum, 
against a present maximum ranging 
up to 50 per cent, would actually in- 
crease by 1926 the amounts which 
the. government receives, the lesser 
rate being more than compensated 
for by the additional volume of tax 
paid. 
Mr. Mellon advocated also; the re- 


duction of federal taxation on. es- 
tates after death, on the ground that 
this tax was taken "not out of in- 
come but out of capital," with cumu- 
lative confiscatory effect. 


Notes Improvement 
To general business aspects Mr. 


Mellon directed the comment that im- 
provement from the 1921 depression 
had been noted for a year. Sufficient 
credit at reasonable rates bad been 
available through banks, and he 
concluded that present activity pre- 
sented the appearance of being 
"sound and stable." The failure of 
agricultural sections to share in the 
betterment,'however, was noted. 


Federal land" banks, the Secretary 


said, had loaned $214,712,000 dunng 
the year on land mortgages. Their 
total of loans outstanding was placed 
at $789,703,704, while farm land 
associations, through which their 
business is primarily conducted, had 
increased' in number during the 
fiscal yesr from.

Dolliver, my daughter, and her two 
children, Ross and Everett, attempted 
to shoot them but did not have any 
shells in his gun.

er sons, Ross and Everett, testified 
to the same effect as did Massey that 
"Dolliver repeatedly threatened to1 
kill as."

Mellon’s letter to Acting Chairniln 
Circcn. of the House Way.a and Means 
committee, in which the secretary 
said "a soldiers' bonus would post­ 
pone tax reduction not for one but 
for many j%ars to come.” 
To the usual review of oRicial 
activities under his 
direction Mr. 
Mellon attached additional argument 
for the general reduction in income 
taxes which he has urged. 
He par­ 
ticularly 
stressed 
the 
advantage 
which he has predicted would, come 
from cutting the surtax rates upon 
large incomes $0 a maximum of 26 
per cent, on the ground th at it would 
actually increase government income, 
as well as indirectly beqeflt the pub­ 
lic at targe 'by reducing burdens on

Firmly Clitabllshed. 
The government, “firmly establish­ 
ed on the basis of balancing its bud­ 
get each 
year," 
Mr. 
Mellen said, 
brought the national debt, once at a 
figure of o v e r,$26,000,000,000, down 
to a total of $22,082,209,000 on Octo­ 
ber 31. The record, he said, was one 
brought about “only by the most 
rigid economy and the applicatidn of 
bnainess principles to the govern­ 
ment's finance."

THE PRESlDENrS MESSAGE 
The medicine that seems to do most good often is a little 
unpleasant to take. 
Perhaps that reaction will be felt by 
many in pondering over the recommendations of President 
Calvin Coolidge in his first mes.sage to Congress. The Pre.s-. 
ident spoke to Congress as a plain, thrifty New Englander, 
with full consciousne.ss that self-help and self-denial are po­ 
tent remedies, as one w’ho could not conceal the necessity of 
emphasizing common .sense when, a pleasing philo.sophy or 
idealistic theories might be more palatable; as one who is 
convinced that Congress and the nation must recognize the 
)'undamental problems of readjustment and .solve them in a 
direct and fearless manner. 
i 
Mr. Coolidge placed as a paramount issue tax redtiction. 
Secretary Mellon has pointed to a method by which $300,­ 
000,000 can be cut from the federal tax bill. 
Every man, 
woman and child would be affected and benefitted. Money 
now thrown into the tax collector’s purse would be released 
to the channels of trade and for investment. 
Government 
would not be impaired. 
A good example would be set for 
the rest of the nation—the states, counties, cities and town­ 
ships. 
Mr. Coolidge is for the World Court. It is not a partisan 
question: the adherence of the United States to that prin-1 
ciple does not mean entrance into the League of Nations.; 
It is reaffirming a step toward amity of nations and peaceful | 
solution of international problems which America took 25 
years ago in participating in The Hague tribunal. 
The President is against price-fixing of farm products. 
There was wide-spread demand for the fixing of a price on 
wheat a few months ago. Nearly every thoughtful man who i 
asked price-fixing excused the view as a plea for an emerg- ‘ 
orcy relief. 
Nothing could be gained by fixing a price on 
wheat now; much of it has left the farmer’s hands and the 
crop was di.sappointingly small. Price-fixing under the plans 
propo.sed would simply leave the government holding the bag. 
It is evident no permanent ills could be cured by adoption of 
such a policy. 
The President asks reorganization of the railroad rate 
structure so as to give lower rates on fami products. 
In 
that there is real benefit for the farmer, a direct benefit and 
a just one. The more prosperous lines of industry .should 
assume a greater bimlen than agriculture in the maintenance 
of the railroads in this perio<l. He urged means to provide 
cheaper fertilizers, or more interest to farmers farther 
east; he proposes the government shall assi.st in marketing 
exportable wheat,, continue to make loans and to lend its 
force to organization which shall permit a greater control 
of production. This program is sound, and it does promise 
permanent benefit for the agricultural industry. 
' 
The President says very succinctly he does not favor a 
bonus. If Congress will cut the nation’s tax bill $300,000,­ 
000, slash the red tape from the organizations for aid of the 
disabled veterans, complete its prosecutions of war fraud 
ca.ses, strip the government of extravagance and put the 
business of the nation on such a .sound basis that every 
citizen will benefit, the great majority of service men would 
not complain. The que.stion of adju.sted compen.sation .should 
have been settled within two years after the end of the war. 
President Coolidge plainly does not believe in extending 
the range of governmental activities into business. He evi­ 
dently feels, as did his predecessor, that there should be 
“more business in government and less government in busi- 
ne.ss.’’ He would continue government ’ operation of the 
merchant marine until shipping conditions are such as to 
allow it to be disposed of advantageously. 
He would noL 
simply because he oppo.ses government extension into the 
shipping bu.siness, scrap the ships and waste millions of dol­ 
lars, a sound view. 
He would not wipe the army and navy from the face of 
the map though willing to go great lengths to prevent war; 
he would be ready to defend the honor of the nation at the 
least possible cost in lives and money. He urges strengthen­ 
ing of our defenses. 
The President would provide greater means of enforcing 
the eighteenth amendment—he could not do less. He would 
continue the policy of selective immigration, with selection 
abroad—a proper policy for a great republic, though it may 
be unpopular in the industrial centers of the President’s own 
New England where cheap foreign labor is sought. 
He 
would not nationalize the coal industry—^he would bring the 
authority of the government to bear to protect its citizens 
against outrageous prices. He would extend the C^vil Ser\'-1 
ice to first, second and third class postmasters, removing 1 
these offices from the extrava^nce of bein^ considered I 
political plums-and he risks the ire of politicians in making: 
the blunt recommendation. 
'j 
The President declares against issuance of tax-exempt i 
securities, he opposes cancellation of foreign debts, he op­ 
poses recognition of the Soviet government so long as it 
irecognizes as right its principle of state robbery of private 
property. 
The message of the President does not bean; with the 
great humanity which characterized the state papers of the 
Ute President IRirding. Another might have framed in the 
message a great vision to catch and hold the eye and hean 
of the nation in a time of perplexity. But Mr. Coolidge’s 
message reads as the deep conviction of an able leader who 
has made a close study of the problems his country must 
solve and having reached his conclusicms as to what is best 
for the nation, he expresses them without regard to their 
popular appeal. The message must, if the spirit of the chief 
executive is caught, fill the nation with confidence that in 
President Coolidge the people have a trustworthy leader.

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 
The medicine that seems to do most good often is a little 


unpleasant to take. Perhaps that reaction will be felt by 
many in pondering over the recommendations of President 
Calvin Coolidge in his first message to Congress. The Pres-. 
ident spoke to Congress as a plain, thrifty New Ehglander. 
with full consciousness that self-help and self-denial are po- 
tent remedies, as one who could not conceal the necessity of 
emphasizing common sense when, a pleasing philosophy or 
idealistic theories might be more palatable; as one who is 
convinced that Congress and the nation must recognize the 
fundamental problems of readjustment and solve them in a 
direct and fearless manner. 
Mr. Coolidge placed as a paramount issue tax reduction. 


Secretary Mellon has pointed to a method by which f300>- j 
000,000 can be cut from the federal tax bill. Every man, j 
woman and child would be affected and benefitted. Money 
now thrown into the tax collector's purse would be released 
to the channels of trade and for investment. Government 
would not be impaired. A good example would be set for 
the rest of the nation— the states, counties, cities and town- 
ships. 
Mr. Coolidge is for the World Court. It is not a partisan j- 


question; the adherence of the United States to that prin-j 
ciple does not mean entrance into the League of Nations. , 
It is reaffirming a step toward amity of nations and peaceful j 
solution of international problems which America took 25 
years ago in participating in The Hague tribunal. 


The President is .against price-fixing of farm products. 


There was wide-spread demand for the fixing of a price on 
'wheat a few months ago. Nearly every thoughtful man who j 
asked price-fixing excused the view as a plea for an emerg- 
ency relief. Nothing could be gained by fixing a price on 
wheat now ; much of it has left the farmer's hands and the 
crop was disappointingly small. Price-fixing under the plans 
proposed would simply leave the government holding the bag. 
It is evident no permanent ills could be cured by adoption of 
such a policy. 
The President asks reorganization of the railroad rate 


structure so as to give lower rates on farm products. 
In 
that there is real benefit for the fanner, a direct benefit and 
a just one. The more prosperous lines of industry should 
assume a greater burden than agriculture in the maintenance 
of the railroads in this period. He urged means to provide 
cheaper fertilizers, or more interest to farmers farther 
east; he proposes the government shall assist in marketing 
exportable wheat,, continue to make loans and to lend its 
force to organization which shall permit a greater control 
of production. This program is sound, and it does promise 
permanent benefit for the agricultural industry. 
The President says very succinctly he does not favor a 


bonus. If Congress will cut the nation's tax bill $300,000,- 
000, slash the red tape from the organizations for aid of the 
disabled veterans, complete its prosecutions of war fraud 
cases, strip the government of extravagance and put the 
business of the nation on such a sound basis that every 
citizen will benefit, the great majority of service men would 
not complain. The question of adjusted compensation should 
have been settled within two years after the end of the war. 
President Coolidge plainly does not believe in extending 


the range of governmental activities into business. He evi- 
dently feels, as did his predecessor, that there should be 
"more business in government and less government in busi- 
ness." He would continue government ' operation of the 
merchant marine until shipping conditions are such as to 
allow it to be disposed of advantageously. 
He would not, 


simply because he opposes government extension into the 
shipping business, scrap the ships and waste millions of dol- 
lars, a sound view. 
He would not wipe the army and navy from the face of 
the map though willing to go great lengths to prevent war; 
he would be ready to defend the honor of the nation at the 
least possible cost in lives and money. He urges strengthen- 
ing of our defenses. 
The President would provide greater means of enforcing 


the eighteenth amendment — he could not dp less. He would 
continue the policy of selective immigration, with selection 
abroad — a proper policy for a great republic, though it may 
be unpopular in the industrial centers of the President's own 
New England where cheap foreign labor is sought. 
He. 


would not nationalize the coal industry— he would bring the 
authority of the government to bear to protect its citizens 
against outrageous prices. He would extend the Civil Sen'- < 
ke to first, second and third class postmasters, removing 
these offices from the extravagance of being considered 
political plums- and he risks the ire of politicians in making , 
the blunt recommendation.

The message of the President does not beam, with the ' 
great humanity which characterized the state papers of the 
late President Harding. Another might have framed in the i 
message a great vision to catch and hold the eye and heart I 
of the nation in a time of perplexity. But Mr. Coolidge's j 
message reads as the deep conviction of an able leader who , 
has made a dose study of the problems his country must ; 
solve and having reached his conclusions as to what is best 
for the nation, he expresses them without regard to their 
popular appeal The message must, if the spirit of the chief 
executive is caught, fill the nation with confidence that in 
President Coolidge the people have a trustworthy leader.
